The Centre Party reads into it an accept- 
ance of the status quo ente which is silent 
on the .question of indemnities. The 
Minority Socialists have spoiled Mr. Mac- 
donald’s case beforehand by declaring that 
the resolution is dgliberately vague and 
meaningless. It is obvious, therefore, that 
any attempt to compare the vagueness of 
the Reichstag’s resolution with the stark 
simplicity of the Allies’ peace terms must 
be whelly unprofitable, and that Mr. Mac- 
donald was merely asking the House of 
Commons t6 waste its time, Furthermore, 
even if this resolution meant all that Mr. 
Macdonald believes it to mean, he would 
still have been asking the House to waste 
iis time. The Reichstag may pass resolu. 
tions until it is black in the face, but, ao 
far as the Allies know, they will not have 
the slightest effect on Germany's war aims 
or on her conduct of the war. The Kaiser's 
immediate answer to the Reichstag was to 
put in power a reactionary Chancellor, who 
said, with brutal candour, that he proposed 
to be, under his War Lord, the supreme 
controller of German policy. The mili- 
tary bureaucracy is fighting for its life, 
and does not intend to allow the Reichstag 
to have the amallest voice in the matter, 
Mr. Bonar Law's fine speech disposed, once 
for all, of Mr. Maedonald'a academic un- 
realities. Mr. Macdonald, it is true, in- 
vites the Allies to ignore the German mill- 
tarists and to get into touch with the 
German democracy. They are perfectly 
prepared to do this if that democracy 
proves that it is ina position to ‘do busei- 
ness” with them. If the Reichs:ag’s reso- 
lution is really a “ peace without annexa- 
tions” resolution, and if it really repre- 
sents the hopes and wishes of the German 
democracy, then the next move is with the 
German democracy. The speech of Mr. 
Wardle, the leader of the Labour Party, 
went to the root of the whole matter. THe 
said that, if the German people want 
peace, they must impose on their rulers 
all the principles in defence of which the 
Allied Governments have entered into the 
war. The war can be ended only in one 
of two ways. The German people can.end 
it as soon as they like by compelling their 
Government to accept the irreducible 
minimum of the Allies’ terms and by de 
stroying the milifary domination of Hohen- 
zollernism. If they are unable or un- 
willing to do these things, the Allies will 
do them by fighting the war to a vi-torious 
finish : their resolve is as firm to-day as it 
was three years ago. Mr. Asguith said that 
the time is at hand for a restatement of the 
Allies’ peace terms, and that this may be 
made at the Allied Oonference in the 
early dutumn. Such a restatement has 
become desirable on account of the recent 
entry of two great and free democracies, 
the United States and Russia, into the 
war. It is certain, however, that the re- 
statement will not deoart from any of the 
three vital principler—" restitution, re- 
paration, and guarantees.”

factories under Government supervision. 
We do not know whether the appeal is 
extended to Ireland. Perhaps, the Eng- 
lish harvest will be sufficient, and, per- 
haps, shipping difficulties will prevent any 
demand on our Irish resources. Hence- 
forth, however, loyal Irish boys will have 
a new respect for the horse chestnut. It 
is helping to win bigger battles than 
those of the playground. Its smooth sur- 
face may cover—who knows ?—the terrific 
potentialities of tri-nitro-toluol.

He was absolutaty confident that 
on them, if on any human being. would have

He pointed out that high food prices 
and the resentment felt against profiteering 
were some of the main causes of industrial un- 
rest, and the Food Controller could play a large 
part in allaying the feeling which was being 
stirred up by unscrupulous agitavors. 


LORD RHONDDA. 


Lord RHONDDA said that he had to thank 
the Press and the public for the patience they 
had exercised in waiting while he settled down 
in his new department, He was particularly 
gratified at the conf@ence shown by trade 
unionists. After paying a tribute to Lord 
Devonport, he emphasised the need for inter- 
fering with the laws of supply and demand in 
war time, so as to regulate dhe prices of Mfeces- 
sary articles of food. True, he said, there is 
no immediate prospect of a serious shortage im 
any important article of consumption. Never- 
theless, a nuinber of commodities have reached 
extravagant prices, though these prices are not 
so high as in other countries. he Board of 
Trade estimates that, while the cost of food 
has, on an average, rather more than doubled, 
the cost of living to the wage-earner has in- 
creased by over 75 per cent. In some cases 
wages 


have advanced sufficiently to cover the 
increased cost of living, while in others there 
has been only a comparatively small advance, 
and in some cases nothing at all. With the 
purchasing value of the sovereign reduced 
to less than one-half, I confess I should view 
with some alarm the effect. any further rise in 
prices might have in fostering a spirit of dis- 
content among the people, and thus hampering 
the action of those who are charged with bring- 
ing the war to a successful issue. It would be 
the greatest folly to under-estimate the possible 
dangers that lie ahead, or to argue that, be- 
cause the submarine menace has, thus far, led 
to little deprivation on our part, we need be 
under no alarm for the future. The effect of 
tho loss of tonnage is cumulative, and until 
the shipbuilding programme of the Allies results 
in replacing vessels as rapidly as they are sunk 
we cannot be said to he out of danger.
